Must Be Backed-Ike 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President Eisenhower said 
today there can be “no equi­ 
vocation as to the responsi­ 
bility of the federal govern­ 
m ent’* to see that court rul­ 
ings on school integration 
are carried out. 


He also said that each state has 
the responsibility to see that the 
court m andates are not opposed 
by violence. 
“ It <a state' cannot by action or 
deliberate failure to act perm it 
violence to frustrate the preserva- 
t'on of individual rights as deter­ 
m ined by a court decree,” the 
P resident 
said 
in 
a 
statem ent 
which he read at the opening of a 
new s conference. 
“ It is my hope that each state 
will fulfill its obligation with a full 
realization of the gravity of any 
other course.” 
Defiance by a state of this duty 
would present “the m ost serious 
problem ,” he said. 
“ But there can be no equivoca­ 
tion as the responsibility of the 
federal government in such an 
event,” he said. 
The President said his position 
was exactly that of a year ago. He 
I hen quoted from a statem ent then 
iii which he said: 
“ The very basis of our individ­ 
ual rights and freedoms rests upon 
the certainty that the President 
and the executive branch of gov 
em inent will support and insure 
the carrying out of the decisions 
of the federal courts.”
